Recycling Guidelines 

     Delaware’s Universal Recycling Law requires 
waste haulers to provide recycling services to 
residents. A cart with a green lid is provided to 
Harrington residents for all recyclables to be placed 
in for collection. Recycling helps our environment by 
reducing the amount of new materials being made 
and saving space in our landfills.  
     When recyclable loads are contaminated with 
trash, the hauler is fined and the whole truck load is 
dumped in the landfill. Please be sure to place only 
recyclables in the recycling cart (green lid). Flyers of 
what can be recycled are available in City Hall and 
on the City’s website. If you are not sure if something 
can be recycled, please place it in the trash so that 
the recyclables are not contaminated. 
     The Delaware Solid Waste Authority (DSWA) 
provides special collection events for household 
hazardous waste, electronics recycling, and paper 
shredding. Plastic bags can be returned to the store 
for recycling, and yard waste can be dropped off at 
the Public Works Yard (see article on back page).

 Know where the master shut-off valve is located in your 
house, or have one installed, to save water & prevent 
water damage in case of frozen/leaking pipes. 

 Remove hoses from outside spigots to prevent 
freezing.
